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8. The Defense Intelligence School is still working on setting up an 
Information Sciences Center to handle training in marrying machines to intel 

information systems. This is in response to a tasking of DOD by Mr. Helms 
last year for DOD to handle this type training for the comm uni ty. 

9. State Department is assigning a FSO-2 as their representative at DIS. 

10. DIS is now handling some 1200 students annually in a variety of separate 
courses ranging from one or two weeks to nine months in length. The Agency provides 
130 different speakers each year, some of whom make multiple visits to DIS.
